The Doctor Says: 


Safe Driving, Safe Home, 
Will Save Tiny Tots' Lives 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M.D. 


It is appalling and tiagic how 


many accidental deaths there aie 
among tiny children. 


Among those from 1 to 4 years 


of age about 5500 ueauia or one- i 
fourth of all 'of those deaths in 
children of these ages m the United 
States and Canada occur each year 
as the result of accidents of one 
kind or another. 


The majority or these—that is 


about one-half of the total number 
—are the result of motor vehicle 
accidents and this was half as bad 
again in Canada as in the United 
States. 
• * • 


Deaths from burns of various 


origins, from drowning, from acci- 
dental swallowing of poisons and 
from other usually avoidable mis- 
haps are also too common among 
these toddlers. 


What can be done to halt this 


massacre of the innocents' 
The 


gieatest possible rare in driving 
motor vehicles, especially if small 
children are expected to be around, 
is obviously needed. 


In the case of burns obviously 


the most effective method is to 
keep fire or fire making equipment 
away from small children with the 
greatest of care.

If the clothing of a child actually 


does catch fire the fire should be 
smothered at once by wrapping the 
child in a lug or blanket. 


An important preventve measure 


also is to keep hot pans on the 
stove out of reach of a small 
youngster who might tip it over 
and get badly scalded.

Might Use Spectacular Device 
In Case of Future Total War 


Editor's note—If

control the weather, the effect it 
would have on agriculture, indus- 
try and life itself staggers the 
imagination. Because of this, the 
government is interested. Mere is 
a report on government activity 
in the field of weather control, 
last of three article* on man's 
attempt to make nature suit his 
needs.

WASHINGTON (Jl—It may some 


day be possible to cause torrents 
of rain over Russia by seeding 
clouds moving toward the Soviet 
Union. 


Or it may be possible—if an op- 


posite effect is desired—-to cause 
destructive droughts which would 
dry up food crops by "overseed- 
ing" those same clouds. 


And fortunately for the United 


States, Russia could do little to re- 
taliate 
because 
inost 
weather 


moves from west to east. 


In Total War 


The possibility such a spectacu- 


lar device as this might be used 
in some future total war "should 
not be discounted" according to 
the man who heads a group set up 


by congress to advise it on the 
chances for success of plans to con- 
trol the weather. 


Capt. Howard Orville. U. S. N.. 


Ret., who charted the weather for 
Doolittle's raid on Tokyo and 
helped prepare the forecasts for 
the north African and Normandy 
invasions, is chairman of an 11- 
member advisory c o m m i t t e e 
charged by congress with seeing 
that current efforts at rain making 
and rain suppression don't get out 
of hand. 


It is Orville's personal view that 


if the United States would devote 
the same effort and 'money to 
weather experiments that it does 
to atomic development it could, in 
about 40 years, "increase precipi- 
tation over any area almost at will, 
using favorable situations." 


However, he emphasizes that the 


advisory committee does not take 
it for granted v.eather control will 
or will not work. 


A Corollary Job 


nimaniy, congress wants the 


committee to determine whether 
experiments, public and private, 
strengthen possibilities of large 
scale weather control. 


But the committee has a corol- 


lary jnbr To determine whether 
federal legislation is necessary to 
be sure tftat attempts at weather 
modification don't result in dis- 
aster, such as "catastrophic 
droughts, storms, floods and other 
phenomena." 


And finally, congress wants the 


committee to recommend to what 
extent the government should ex- 
periment with or engage in weath- 
er control. 


Some federal work already is un- 


derway. Army. navy, air force and 
weather bureau have research 
projects. 


The weather bureau has been 


conducting extensive cloud-seeding 
tests in the Seattle area.

Reds May Use'

Atom Lead as 
Cold War Lever 


WASHINGTON* I*—Russia might 


be able to use a lead in atomic 
industrial power development as 
a lever to out maneuver the United 
States in the cold war between 
communism and the free world. 


American atomic officials con- 


templated this prospect today in 
light of the Soviet's claim to have 
put into operation a nuclear power 
plant with a 5,000-kilowatt electric- 
al power output. 


While there was no immediate 


official 
confirmation of the 
an- 


nouncement made bv Moscow ra- 
dio Wednesday, there also was no 
disposition to deny that the Rus- 
sians had succeeded in getting an 
atomic power plant into operation. 


Those who look upon peaceful 


use of atomic power as an instru- 
ment of national policy contend: 


The nation which first succeeds 


in building practical atomic pow- 
er plants capable of being as- 
sembled in components and snipped 
overseas will have an instrument 
to offer power-poor nations such 
as those of southeast and southern 
Asia, the Middle East. North Afri- 
ca and in similar places. 


If Russia should be ready first 


for the building and export of such 
plants, they say, she would have 
a good bargain to offer small na- 
tions which might be wavering be- 
tween the free world and commu-
